were burled by the 
debris 
which fell In upon them . It 
is believed they were sm othered or 
burned to death in the fire that fol- 1 
lowed the explosion. 
Samuel Trout, who lived near th*- 
scene, lost his life attem pting to save 
a woman who was passing through 
Gold street, at the time of the ex­ 
plosion, and fell Into a trench. Trout | 
wa- caught by the flames from blazing 
gas main and roasted alive. 
The 
woman was dragged out of the trench 
and saved by a boy. 
The accum ulation of gas from the 
main, accidentally broken during the I 
course of the work, exploded with ire- j 
mendous force.
